EDITOR'S CORRESPONDENCE. 
; Pottevitte, Sept. 3, 896. 


We lef Hazelton at 2, P. M. in a private car- 
riage for Tamaqaa or the head mines of the 1.ii- 
the Schuylicill, a distance of about 14 miles 10 a 
south westerly direction. We travelled on the 
State-read, which is generally rough and billy, 
and as we devcenJed the Broad Mountain into 
the Panther Valley, the grade was very steep, 
and the scenery in a high degree picturesque. 

We arrived at Tamaqua about sunset, aad 
after a good night's rest were conducted by Fd- 
win Swilt, Esq. President of the Lite Schuy!- 


kill Company to several of thew mines. 


They he in the first greet coal fiek!, being a 
continuation westwanlly of the Mcach Chank 
bed, and are only distant from those mines about 
and iateed the Lehigh Compasy'’s 
lands extend to the [ttle Schuythill, which river 
divides the property of the two companies. And 
this would be the natural outlet for all the coal

The Sharp Movatain bounds the coal regwo 
oa the south, aad the Broad Mouatain divides

From the great improvoments which have 
lately been made in screening, and boading the 
coal at the mines, they are now enabled to send 
1700 toas every week, im very 
beautiful order.

heavily at present. 


at Port Carboa, a distance of about 10 miles. 


This is a place of much business, which has 
grown up within a few years, entirely from the 
coal trade, large quantities of which are sby 


ped from this port for Philadelphia. 


I must not omit to mention that we passed by 
the Furnace of Parson Geisenhenner, of New 
York, who is now fully satisfied that be can 
smelt the iron-ore with Anthracite coal, which, 
together with its application in propelling the 
steam beat, must add a new era in the use and 


demand of this article. 


We passed over to Pottsville about 2 miles dis- 
tant, in a pleasant, convenient stage coach, and 


arrwed there at 5, P. M. 


This is the very Vewcastle of Schuylkill coun- 
ty. The town may be justly said to have grown 
out of, aud upon. the black combustible. which 
underiays almost ihe whole of this faveured re- 
gion. From this place, and its vieinity, they 
now ship about 13,000 tons of coal every week, 
and were it not for the scarcity of min srs they 


could greatly exceed that amouat.
